The protective 
tariff— the

meant in the above quotation, but 
designedly covered up by those who 
em J loy it 
means a tariff levied not 
for the purpose of bringing the gov­

out all importation ofOgoods affect­ 
ed by the lates. 
This removes the 
possibility 
of 
foreign competition in the manufac­ 
ture of such goods in this country 
and gives the American manufacturer 
a monopoly in the American market. 
This monopoly, created by govern­ 
ment edict, is designed 
to do 
just 
that so that the American manufac­ 
turer can charge the American con­ 
sumer the amount of the ta riff levy 
for their goods over and above what 
they would have to pay for foreign 
goods in a free market.

stands by with a policeman’s gun on

and sees that

American protective tariff benefici­ 
ary, for his own benefit, makes a 
clean job of robbing the consumer.

from hi* < ustomer and puts it in hts 
pocket w i hout parting with part or 
share to any one for any purpose 
whatsoever. 
But when it comes to the farmer 
the scheme is different; no such cer­ 
tain and easy picking is assured to 
him. 
It is ptoposed to set up a compli­ 
cated ant 
expensive piece of gov­ 
ernment 
nachinery to collec t a pro­ 
cessing tax from the manufacture 
of the farmer’s commodity, which 
tax must come out of the pockets *f
